-oFLYING MACHINES. 


The Impossibility of a successful [Invention 
in This Line. 

We must admit, savs the Popular Se ence 
Monthly, that a bird is an incomparubie 
model of a fiving-machine. No machine 
that we may hope to devise, for the same 
weight of machine, fuel and directing brain, 
is balf so effective. And yet this machine. 
thus perfected through infinite ages by a 
ruthless process of natural selection, 
reaches its limit of weight at about fifty 
pounds! I said, “weightof machine, fuel 
aod directing brain.”” Here is another 
prodigious advantage of the natural over 
the artificial machine. The fivying animal 
is its own engineer. The directing engi- 
neer in the former (the brain) is perhaps 
an ounce, in the latter it is one hundred and 
fifty pounds. The limit of the flying animal 
is fifty pounds. The smaliest possibie weight 
of a flying-machine, with its necessary fue} 
and engineer, even without freightor pas 
sengers, could not be less than three or 
four hundred pounds. 

Now, to compiete the argument, put these 
three indisputable lacts together: 

i. There 1s a tow limit of weight. certain- 
ly not much beyond fifty pounds. beyond 
which it 1s impossibdie for an animal to fly 
Nature has reached this limit, and with her 
utmost effort bas failed to passe it. 

2. The animal machine is far more effect- 
ive than any we may hope to make; there. 
fore the iimitof the weigi:t. of a successfu! 
fiying machine can not be more than fifty 
pounds. , 

3. The weight of any machine constructed 
for flying, including fuel and engineer, can 
not be jess than three or four hundred 
pounds. Is itnot demonstrated that a true 
fiying-machine, self-raising, sctf-sustain 
ing. seif-propelling, 1s physically impos. 
sible?

A Yeang Man Loses Mie Life in 
the Carson River. 

The Genoa Courier of the 12th inst. 

says: Henry Rosenbrock, aged 17 
' years, who came to this countgy from 
Germany in March 1888, was drowned 
in the East Fork of the Carson river 
on Sunday last. He had been working 
for Fred Berning the past three 
months, and last Sunday went fishing 
with Mr. Berning’s children. It ap- 
pears that the -boy was fishing just 
below a hole fifteen feet deep, which 
has been washed out by the water 
pouring overa dam. The water falis 
quite a distance, forming a whirlpool. 
|The boy waded up the stream, and was 
'warned by the children of his ap- 
proaching deep water. Replying that 
he could swim, he ventured a little 
further and being caught in the whirl- 
pool was carried under the dam. The 
current brought him out, only to carry 
him back in its whirling course. A 
lad who was present was thoughtful 
enongh to go out on the dam and 
‘reach a willow to the drowning boy, 
who took no notice of it—in fact, he 
uttered no ¢ ries and seemed to be per- 
fectly helpless. The third time he was 
‘washed under the dam he sank to the 
bottom and lay on his back with out- 
stretched arms. The children then 
‘ran to the house and gave the alarm. 
The men rescued the lifeless body, 
which had been in the water over half 
‘an hour, Deceased is said to have 
been a very faithful and indastrions 
youth.

AN HISTORIC CLOCK. 


It Was Recased by the President's Uucle | 


and Is Nuw in Ohio. 

When the palace of Marie Antoinette was 
pillaged during the French revolution 
among the works of art carried off was a 
wonderfully-made clock, on the dial of 
which was this inscription: “* > Moitre, 
Paris, 1782,’’ the name of its maker and the 
year he wrought it. The clock-works, 
writes a Batavia (O.) correspondent, were 
originally set in a joweled case of rare de- 
sign and workmanship, and was adorned 
with precious stones, but when the palace 
was invaded the mobieft only the inside 
works, which a peasant from Artois, named 
Jedu Fousserot, carried away to his home 
in the interior. 

Some sixty years later there began an 
immigration ofthe French Catholics, and 
among the later colonists who settled about 
Fayetteville was Joseph Roseictt, a grand- 
son of Fousseret. Rosclott brought with 
him the old clock. He brought the works 
down to “‘Lucy’s Rua’”’ in Batavia town- 
ship, where Jeremiah Cleveland, an uncle 
of Presiden’ Cleveland, had a clock-case 
factory, and had that worthy man build a 
ease for the French Queen’s clock. Some 
time ago, while going to Hillsboro, E. B. 
Scott, the jeweler of this place, stopped at 
Roselott’s for adrink, and saw the clock. 
He learned its history and bought it, bring 
ing ithere. Tho movements are about one 
foot square, and are inclosed in a Pierian 
steel box. Thér®is a porcelain dial, over 
which are two herns of plenty. On the 
hands .re two images, one of the Virgin 
Mary, tho other of an unknown saint. The 
case made by Mr. Cleveland is seven feet 
high, and is of plain but elegant work. 
The clock keeps good time, and Scott is sare 
of its identity.

There is something in this 
plea, but it would have more absolute force 
if marriage concerned only the husband 
and wife. We have, however, to take the 
cnildren into consideration. In the first 
place, they have before their eyes the 
dreadful example of a drunken father or a 
debased mother. Secondly, we nittst.re- 
gard the question of heredity. Mrs. Faw- 
cett has writ'en a story in whith she sig- 
gests, as a difficult question, the duty of a 
wife who discovers only after marriage 
that her husband is not only a drunkard 
himself, but the son and grandson of habit- 
ual sots. She thinks with horror that if she 
continues to live with him, shé may become 
the mother of a son who, as he grows 
up to manhood, will show, to her agony, all 
_ the symptoms of the hereditary mania. She 
_ therefore leaves him. It will thus be seen 
that the question is not settled, even if the 
partner of the offender resolves to endure 
personally all the consequences of the 
choice. He or she has to consider others as 
well. Wedo not pérceive why the Legis- 
| lature could not devise ashort act, giving 
to the wife or husband of a habitual 
drunkard the right fo separate under, of 
' course, very strict conditions. The habit- 
ual character of the offense must be clearly 
proved; the unfitness of the man or wom- 
an to have the custody of the children, if 
any, must be established; and every care 
should be taken that the release is not a re- 
lief from the expensé of maintehance nor 
any dissolution of the marriage itself. We 
believe that it would be quite sufficient to 
grant a simple separation, not allowing 
either party to marry again. In this way 
the remedy would offer no témptation to 
either side. On the contrary, the existence 
of such a means of redress would arm the 
sober husband or sober wife with a powerful 
means of appeal. A Woman who, in spite 
of remonstrances, persisted in drink, could 
be clearly told of the probable cofsequences 
of continued indulgencé; might thus be ar- 
rested early in the downward course, The 
| bill must, of course, be absolutely applicable 
| to the sexes, and the same remedy to wom- 
en as to nfén. No doubt there will be both 
husbands and wives unwilling: to cail its 
provisions into active force. There are for- 
bearing men and forgiving women who 
would prefer to endure all wrongs rather 
than tell the story in @ public court. Yet 
even for them it will be well to know that 
redress is within their grasp. Their suf- 
| ferings will be all the more tolerable when 
| they feel they are voluntary, and that the 
law will assist them if they elected to ap 
peal to it. A new endetment of the kind, 
however, would bring a welcome relief to 
thousands of humbier homes.
